I meant just what I said, for the 
lawr only makes fortune telling an 
offense where there is a fee charged, 
or where gifts and favors are be­ 
stowed on the teller for the service, 
but in the absence of both, there 
could be no offense. 
Fortune tell­ 
ing could not be an offense per se, 
but the receiving of gifts and charg­ 
ing of a fee makes it penal, and 
it 
is not 
the telling of fortunes, 
for 
that 
would 
come 
under 
the 
meaning of free speech, which can­ 
not be prohibited under the consti­ 
tution as it now is. 
There are two 
statutes which include fortune tell­ 
ing. 
One is where the teller re­ 
ceives fees or gifts or other things 
In 
payment 
for 
the 
service, 
and 
the other 
is where one is 
going 
about the streets telling fortunes as 
a vocation, which conies under th** 
vagrant law. and one may be classed 
as a vagrant and dealt with as such. 
The mere fact that a person may 
tell 
the fortune of another could 
not ammount to an offense, or a 
crime, for the leading condition of 
criminality would be absent, which 
is a criminal frame of mind. and 
could not amount to crime. 
I ani 
sure that the author of this bill did 
not 
intend 
to deprive 
the 
person 
of the right or privilege to tell 
>r- 
tunes, nor do I believe that he in­ 
tended to deprive the person of the 
right to have his fortune told, but 
his sole aud only intention was to 
prevent fraud and graft, and when
